When Oklahoma entered the un- 


ion of states the Indian Territory 
side of the new state had few roads 
other than trails rambling through'! 
the brush or across the prairies. 
One of the first problems which 
county commissioners .had to meet 
was that of roads and bridges. In j 
Pontotoc the problem was about the | 
same as in other counties and the 
commissioners began 
to map out 


roads and build bridges. 


These first bridges were wooden 


structures and those still in exist- 
ence have had to be rebuilt two"or 
three times. 


Some years 
ago 
the policy of 


building bridges of - concrete 
was 


adopted and has been followed ever 
since with the result that no matter 
what part of the county a person 
goes he finds concrete bridges and 
culverts and more being built as 
fast as funds are available. 


Most of the important; streams 


are now bridged and with steady 
work on the roads they are about 
as fair as dirt roads with no sur- 
facing can be made. 


Chug holes appear during long 


dry spells and these make traffic 
uncomfortable, 
but with dragging! 


after every rain and grading oc-! 
casionally the county will have to j 
pet along as it is until it decides 
to build permanent roads. Thera is 
no such thing as a permanent dirt 
road. 


Stephens (invites Tliciii 


Speaking about the extension of 


improved roads, a News representa- 
tive made a trip with Commisioner 
Clay Stephens to Allen township and 
went over _several miles that have 
just been 'put into passable condi- 
tion. This' is from. Lula to Hall's 
Hill, thence west to the Chickasaw 
township line in the Lovelady neigh- 
borhood. The road had been laid 
out a long time but very little had 
been done towards its improvement. 
During the past few weeks a force 
under the direction of Mr. Stephens 
has cleared obstructions and graded 
the road. It only needs a good rain 


I to settle the loose dirst and a thor- 
j ough dragging to make it equal to 


most of the state highways. A few 
culverts and bridges will be needed 
and material is on the ground for 
these. 


From this road two other con- 


necting with the Cotton Belt high- 


! way on the north have been put in 
good condition. One of these passes | 
through Conway.

Another 'road in 
this township 


which has had attention and greatly 
improved is the one from Allen to 
Lula. Somn work had boon done be- 
fore Mr. Stephens took hold, but 
during the past eighteen months it 
has been improved to an extent that 
it is r.ov possible for all traffic to 
pass over it. Before these roads 
were put into fair condition it wris 
a hard matter for a large number 
o! citizens in that part 
of 
the 


county to reach either Alien or Ada. 
Mr. Stephens has not by any ineans 
confined his attention to Allen town- 
ship. During his term of office he 
has graded every foot of road in 
his district, whether highway or 
township, has built two largo con- 
crete 
bridges and 
numerous cul- 


verts. Another late improvement is 
the stretch of road from the Cotton | 
Belt highway through the Happy-j 
land school district to the Francis 
road on the north.
